New York, Juno 22.— The Knicker- 
bocker Steamboat Company conceded 
formally thai since 1S95 no new life 
preservers wore purchased for the 
General Slocum. Counsel for the com- 
pany explained that they made the 
confession because they won- unable to 
prove to the contrary. Former Judge 
Dittonhoffer, personal counsel for Pres- 
ident Buruaby of the company, said lie 
could not make the confession beyond 
admitting that Mr. Barnuby had no 
knowledge on the subject. He denied 
thai the ofllcers were trying to shirk 
their responsibilities and place it on 
the corporation, when the allegation 
was made by Mr. McManus. 

Coroner Berry said he could not 
agree with Judge Dittonhoffer and in- 
sisted upon recalling -Miss Hall, the 
company's bookkeeper, to explain her 
reasons' for erasing the name "Grand 
Republic" from several hills for life 
preservers and substituting the name 
"General Slocum." Miss Hall insisted 
that her reason tor changing the names 
on the bills was to keep the account 
of the two boats separate, as she tes- 
tified yesterday. 

She had heard counsel admit that no 
life preservers were bought for the Slo- 
cum since ]!S'.)5, but did not change her 
reason for her act. She thought Cap- 
tain Pease had said the 350 life pre- 
servers were for the Slocum. 

The inquest was continued, today. 
Rev. George ScUultz, pastor of St. 
Luke's Lutheran church, of Erie, Pa., 
who was on the Slocum, says he knew 
of the fire when he saw the flumes 
shooting up and saw children climbing 
from the upper deck over the guard 
rail. He tried to calm the children, and 
when the tugs came up he helped to get 
the little ones aboard, lie took a life- 
preserver before jumping from the 
steamer, but the weight or the life-pro- 
server broke the strap and he threw it 
awny. During all the trouble he saw 
only one member of the crew, and he 
was in the act of jumping overboard

It has Ion- been realized by the busi- 
ness men of Victoria that this city is 
not getting the share of the trade oi 
the coast to which, by reason of her 
situation and other advantages, she is 
entitled. Different reasons for this are 
advanced by prominent men in the city, 
and quite a tew ascribe it Lo the lack 
of enterprise and "push" in the com- 
munity. 

But whatever the cause may be. the 
fact remains, and it behooves all in- 
terested in the advancement Of Vic- 
toria's prosperity to waten for oppor- 
tunities for development, and to seize 
upon them when they arrive. Many 
schemes from time to time, generally 
in connection with railroad and am 
ferry communications, have been placed 
before Victorians, anil while the idea 
of making this city the terminus of a 
transcontinental railway by means ut 
ferry systems may be attractive, it has 
never progressed much beyond the em- 
bryouic stage, and its feasibility at the 
present time is not by any means uuaui- 
mously admitted. 

The' railway idea, however, is en- 
gendered by the desire tor increased 
commercial facilities, and there is an- 
other, and perhaps more practicable, 
means to the same. end. It is not at all 
clear that commercial importance can 
only be obtained by means of such rail- 
road connections. The commerce ot 
Great Britain, for instance, certainly 
never depended upon ferry systems to 
Europe, and although a channel tunnel 
to connect England and France by rail 
is often talked about, it is not taken 
very seriously by the general public, 
and' it is not claimed that such a tun- 
nel would add much to the traffic be- 
tween the two countries. Many other 
instances of a large trade dependent 
entirely upon ocean transportation 
might 'be cited, and those who glance 
over the map and take note of the 
situation ot the great centres of the 
world will see that, generally speak- 
ing, it is the trade derived from ship- 
ping, and not from railways, that is 
responsible for the commercial import- 
ance of those cities. A remarkable in- 
stance is Hong Kong, in whose vast 
trade the railroad plays no part what- 
ever. .... 

A brief review of the situation m 
the direction pointed out will convince 
anyone that the fact of Victoria being 
located on an island is no handicap in 
the race between the towns of the Pa- 
cific coast for supremacy in trade. 
GREAT NATURAL ADVANTAGES. 

Before considering the methods by 
which Victoria may become a great 
commercial centre, the natural advant- 
ages which the city enjoys may be 
briefly enumerated, Victoria's line cli- 
mate' and the beauty of the scenery 
surrounding her have been frequently 
dilated upon of lute in connection with 
her over-Increasing tourist trade, and 
do not need to be described over again. 
But it must lie remembered that these 
things also exercise a beneficent in- 
fluence over larger enterprises A city 
which is pleasant and heallliful to live? 
in must always have a great advant- 
age over less faVOl'Utl places in the 



struggle for commercial advancement, 
u uen other conditions are more or less 
equal. 

\ uucouver island has greut natural 
wealtn. for uie purpose in view, that 
of building up a big seaport trade tor 
\ ictoria, tue resources ot the island are 
ot me greatest importance. Tbere is' 
an ample supply ot coal, immense tracts 
ut Uiuucr country, and above all, large, 
though as yet little developed, deposits 
ot iron. There are, ot course, many 
oilier natural resources, but coal and 
iron are ot exceptional vuiue m the 
ease iu point. 

t he trade with the Orient is still in 
its iufuuc'y, but the close of the Kusso- 
Japanese war will mark the com- 
mencement ot a new era in this trade, 
and the value of Vancouver island iron 
will be recognized. The iron deposits 
will become Hie source from winch will 
arise great industries al present only 
dreamed ot by a few far-sighted people, 
.i ins is the Iron Age. 

THE WAV TO WIN. 

If, then, it is taken for grunted that 
Victoria s situation and Uie resources 
ot the country tributary to her are 
tavorable to her commercial advance- 
ment as a seaport, the next question to 
be considered is how this advancement 
is to be secured. There can be little 
doubt that, in view of conditions, this 
can best he accomplished by the con- 
struction and ownership of vessels to 
carry tue trade, and this possibly is 
tue only way in which if can be ac- 
complisiied within a comparatively 
brief period. 

There are three directions in which! 
Victoria can sunn trade, north, south I 
and west. There is also the trade with 
tue lower Mainland, widen, ot course, 1 
is of considerable importance, but it 
does not need to be considered particu- 
larly Here, because, in the lirst place, | 
its requirements are fairly well known 
il nd nnrly provided lor, ami, in the 
second place, il does not at present call j 
lor much in the way of ship construc- 
tion. 

MOW TRADE AVAILABLE. 
But the trade with the northern coast] 
of British Columbia, tile northern por- 
tion of this island and with the XU- 1 
kou is capable of great expansion, and | 
uoes require, now, far better ship- 
ping facilities. Northern British Co- 
lumbia is on the evc> of awakening I 
from centuries of silence, for the con- 
struction of the Grand Trunk Pacific | 
will be followed by a rush of settlers. 
New ports will be opened, new cities 
built and new trade opened up of which 
Victoria should secure nn important 
share, lint it will require ships. 

To the south are opportunities lor 
trade that are very little realized, 
siiuply because, south of San 1< ran- 
i cisco," there are few, if any, facilities 
I for trading with this country. But a 
i profitable interchange of commodities 
i certainly could be made. There is now 
afoot an enterprise for opening tip 
trade between Mexico and British Co- 
lumbia) and there are wealthy com- 
munities south of Mexico. 

To the west are tile countries teeming 
with population, classed here under the 
general term Of "The Orient." Of the 
possibilities of trade with those coun- 
tries there is practically no limit. It 



is a question of time and development. 
Also, there is the growing trade with 
Australia and New Zealand. 

THE OPPORTUNITY. , 
There is a special opportunity now 
for tiic establishment of the shipbuild- 
ing industry on a large scale on this 
coast (and in Victoria, for example), 
owing to the wave of depression that 
lias struck the shipbuilding interests of 
the Atlantic coast, and to the great in- 
crease in the trans-Pacific trade, and 
that the industry on the Pacific will 
receive a great impetus in the near 
future is a matter of certainty. Ship- 
building magnates of the haist now are 
turning their attention to the West and) 
developments will result. 

MR. RICHARD L. NEWMAN. 

for several days [last a distinguished 
visitor has been in the city, the guest 
of Mr. Spralt, of the Victoria Machin- 
ery depot. Lie is Richard L. Newman, 
one of the foremost figures in the ship- 
building industry in the United States. 
Mr. Newman is an Englishman by 
birth, but he has been in America for 
a number of years and is identified 
with the American branch of the in- 
dustry. Mr. Newman is a member of 
the British Institute of Naval Archi- 
tects, the Society of Naval Engineers, 
and other distinguished societies and is 
at present in business in a large way 
iu New iork city as consulting naval 
architect and engineer. Among the po- 
sitions lie has held are those of general 
manager of the Globe Iron Works, 
Cleveland, Ohio; district manager of 
the American [Shipbuilding Company of 
Cleveland (consolidation of all lake 
building yards), and general manager Of 
the New VTerk Shipbuilding Company 
ut Camden, New Jersey. 

It was six years ago when Mr. New- 
man took hold of the latter concern. 
He mapped out, designed and built the 
largest shipyards in the world for this 
company at an original cost of $8,000,- 
000. The Manchuria and Mongolia, 
the largest vessels sailing from the Pa- 
cific coast were built in those yards. 

A representative of the Colonist 
called on Mr. Newman yesterday and 
secured an interesting interview' with 
him. .Mr. Newman, while on a tour of 
the Pacific coast, and taking advantage 
of the opportunity to look into the sit- 
uation from the point of view of his 
profession, has no particular desire To 
locate in the West himself. He has 
an important professional connection 
in New York and does not want to 
leave il. Nevertheless, it is just possi- 
ble that if local people do not take 
hold id' the opportunity existing here, 
he will return and do it himself. 

THE SITUATION HERE. 

Speaking of the local sitnntiou, Mr. 
Newman said: "You have here coal, 
coke and iron ore. You have an island 
richer, possibly iu natural resources 
than Great Britain, and it is simply 
amazing to me that the people here 
have done practically nothing to devel- 
op these vast mineral resources. They 
are nlloWing Americans to come in and 
develop the country and take the prof- 
its instead of doing it. themselves. This 
shows a deplorable lack of enterprise. 

"The same thing occurs in your 
shipping. 1 understand that while' the 
Americans prevent you carrying goods 
or passengers from one American port 
t" another, you allow their ships to 
take your goods nnd passengers be- 
tween Canadian ports. Your shipping 
can never be developed in that way. 
You should build your own ships and 
do your own trade In them and keep 
the Americana out jusj_ as they keep 
you nut. Yon should have the Biimu 
coasting privileges as l hey have. If 1 
lived here I would never cease nitllil- 
tiou for such a law until it should be 
enacted. 

"With fair' protect ion, such as is ac- 
corded the shipbuilders in the United 
States, I would undertake," said Mr. 
Newman, "in a few years to build here 
ships of liny kind— from revenue cut- 
lers lo warships— and build them us 
cheaply as they are built in Seattle." 

Mr. Newman is particularly struck 
by what he calls the Inch of enterprise 
here and reverted to the subject more 
than once. "II: is astonishing," ho said 
"that "Canadians should allow the 
Americans to come into their country 
nnd monopolize its mineral wenlth. 
While traveling lo Hie const. I met a 
number of Canadians and was sur- 
prised nt the Indifference they ex- 
pressed on the subject id' Immigration;

SPKOIAli FROM TUE COLONIST. 
COHUrc.SI'ONDIDNT AT THE FRONT. 

Tokio, June i0.— At last we are to go. 
The unfortunate war dogs cooped up 
here, where we only know that the 
country is at war by reading the papeij 
the home mails bring us, are to find 
out after all that there is a front. We 
had doubted it. Of course, 1 should ..ot 
repeat such an atrocity, but let nv: r»-ll 
you what Colonel Hoad, the Austra- 
lian attache, who waits still to see the 
war be hopes some day to observe, 
said when one of the pent-un ones sug- 
gested that, after all, fort Arthur 
might be a myth. The gallant Austra- 
lian said he hoped that we should not. 
"myth'' it. Now, I don't believe we 
will "myth" it. Within a week, long 
before this letter reaches you, we will 
have voyaged down the inland sea to 
embark on a troop-laden -ransport t 
Shinionoseki, on which we will go to 
1. inotung to join the forces about ■/> 
storm the defences of Port Arthur. 
Then, without doubt, we will see one 
of the greatest lights in history. 

All is in readiness for the assault. 
Nanshan Hill and Nankwanliug hill 
have been taken, and position after po- 
sition secured in the waks of the Rus- 
sian retreat back behind the walls and 
redoubt, which defend the stronghold 
at the extreme point of the peninsula. 
Many believe that General Korupatkin 
will join iu the great struggle for Port 
Arthur, advancing bis forces southward 
to attempt to relieve the threatened 
stronghold, but I doubt it. Such a 
movement, seeking to encompass the 
Japanese forces in the Liaotung pen- 
insula might have been possible, "if Ja- 
pan had not the command of the sea, 
but under the circumstances it is im- 
possible. As for the Japanese there 
does not seem to be any doubt hut th >t 
an assault iu force is intended. As a 
mutter of fact it has been arranged 
that a certain division has been select- 
ed as a sacrifice, to rush the Russian 
position regardless of loss. As any 
observer has noted, the Japanese do 
not besitatte to give their lives, and it is 
an open secret they they expect to. lose 
in the neighboruood of ten thousand 
men in the storming of Port Arthur. 

Some days ago General Baron Nogi 
left Japan to command one of the 
army divisions which is to take part in 
the storming of Port Arthur, that 
which is to hurl itself wave-like, on the 
Russian position, regai'mess of loss. In 
leaving Japan the old general bade 
farewell to all his friends, moreover, lie 
arranged for ids funeral. In striking 
similarity to the case of General Rob- 
erts when departing for South Africa, 
General Nogi was informed just before 
he left that his eldest son. Lieutenant 
Shot on Nogi, had been killed at Nan- 
shan. On receipt of the news the aged 
General gave a parting command to his' 
family that they should postpone the 
funeral of the son for a time, as it was 
his determination, as well as that of 
his other son, a sub-lientenant in the 
second army, that all three should die 
for their country, and he would like 
to have the service conducted simul- 
taneously for the three. The Jiji 
Sliimpo, a leading Tokio journal, says 
in an editorial referring to the pathet- 
ic but brave words of the general, that 
the determination to die for the coun- 
try is no doubt the same with every 
Japanese who goes to the front, anil 
the utterance may not have been unex- 
pected _ as coming from so loyal anil 
patriotic a man as General Nogi, who 
is every inch a soldier of the noblest 
and most exemplary type. At the 
same time il regards it as a most rare 
and beautiful thing that a single fam- 
ily should have the honor of producing 
three men of such noble mind to serve 
their country. The journal perceives 
what a marvelous effect the general's 
words will produce on the rank and 
file at the front. Bed by a commander 
of such determination, it will be im- 
possible for the enemy to withstand 
their onslaught, however strong may 
be ins defence works. 

As 1 write, seated on the broad ver- 
andah which fronts my room here at 
the Imperial hotel. I can hear the far- 
away music of bugles which tell of de- 
parting troops. Another army corps 
is being moved from Japan and before 
long there will be two hundred thou- 
sand fighting men in the field, As to 
what operations will follow the arrival 
of these forces it. Would be idle to 

speculate at this stage. Now nothing 
is certain 1ml that Porl Arthur will be 
attacked. The operations elsewhere 
are an unknown quantity. The whole 
campaign may now be ehnnged at any 
moment. The Japanese hope it will, 
for a southward movement would in- 
volve the Russians in a veritable cul-de- 
sac in the Liaotung peninsula. The 
leading military men of the world are 
watching the peculiar strategical posi- 
tion which has arisen with great in- 
terest. A prominent military man, now 
here, a man who ranks high in the Brit- 
ish army, in which he has served forty- 
live years, told me yesterday that li o- 
considered that despite the fact that a 
certain Biiropean war was already 
known as the "Peninsular" war. this 

campaign now being waged would k?>- 
down in history as "the Peninsular 
War." lie said that the present war 
furnished the finest scope for scientiii'e 
strategy which had ever been known 
since war became a science. To the- 
mere layman the definition of a penin- 
sula is a body of land aluiost completely 
surrounded by water. In this case, 
though, the peninsula in question is a 
body of land almost completely sur- 
rounded by the forces of Japan, at the 
extreme end of which Russia has left 
to its fate a large portion of her forces, 
which now. too late, she nroffers to be 
endeavoring to rescue. But, after all. 
il is difficult to see what the future 
holds. As I write Kuropalkin is still 
nt Linoyaue with Ids main army, nu'I 
FCuroki, whi'-h translates Blackwood in 
English, is lying not far to the south', 
while a largo force is moving up from 
Tnkushnn to assist him on his left.' 
The second army, which is campaigning 
iu the Liaotung peninsula, ami which 
has now been reinforced with the sev- 
eral divisions which landed a few days 
aim on the Nantling peninsula, has 
pushed some of its battalions well- 
north to Intercept the threatened Rus- 
Rlnn movement from the vicinity of 
Kaipiii". and as my military frlen/i 
says, there is a great strategic field 
opening out.

Ottawa, June 2l2.— Lord Dtyidonald's 
lire-column statement, given to the 
press, is a Bummary of grievances 
whieli have existed since lie lirst came 
to Canada. He declares lie sedulously 
kept oul o£ politics ami sought only 
lo improve the force, lie had not en- 
deavored to impose his policy on the 
Minister of Militia or the Government, 
but had sought to carry out the plans 
approved by the Government.

The -majority 
of the schooners were conveying Sail 
and rice to Sasebo anil Sliiniouoseki" 

The imminence of a battle in the 
northern part of the Liaotung penin- 
sula is expect oil by the officials and is 
indicated suilieleiitly in today's de- 
spatches, from the Associated Press cor- 
respondents at Linoyang, Kiping and 
other places on the railroad. The week 
of skirmishing around Siuyen retarded 
General Kuroki's operations, permitting 
General Stakelberg to reach Kiping, 
the rearguards slowly falling back on 
Seniiehen before the Japanese advance. 
Meanwhile large forces are hurrying 
south from Linoyang to cheek both 
General Oku and General Kurokl.

Chicago, June 22.— Because Speaker 
Joseph G. Cannon Was the central flg- 
uue .the proceedings of the Republican 
national convention today took on a 
pioturesqueness and demonstrativeness 
wliich yesterday was looked for in vain.

A Red 
( toss assistant was killed and another 
wounded. The Tobolsk battalion saved 
the last hospital tram from Viifaugow 
by til rowing itself between the train 
and a superior force of Japanese and 
by holding, off the enemy while the 
train steamed out under a heavy tire. 
Fire burned the Red Cross at Vafon- 
gow. destroying almost all of the sup- 
plies of the sisters of mercy and much 
Hospital supplies, 

St. Petersburg, June 22.— The de- 
spatch from Linoyang dated June 21 
praising the work of the Red Cross at 
the VnftUlgOW battle, disposes of the 
report in New Chwang that Linoyang 
had been captured by the Japanese on 
June 20. The authorities have no news 
of lighting in that region, though there 
is a probability of nn encounter having 
taken place in the neighborhood of Uni- 
chieng. 

Linoyang, June 12. — (Delayed in 
Transmission.) — The Japanese army 
base at Sinyen is evidently strongly es- 
tablished along a line from Kaichnu 
to Yentui. Rumors of a battle north- 
east of Kaichau are evidently incor- 
rect. The Japanese this week advanced 
lo a point sixteen miles easl of Kai- 
chau, but retired. It is presumed that 
General Oku is now advancing to the 
north by the way of Puehnii and the j 
coast road, t bus enabling him to obtain ' 
provisions from the sea. 

Spectators at the battle of Vnfnngow 
claim to have seen, on one occasion, 
three horsemen nppcar on a hill, one 
of whom, according to a Russian offl- 
cer, resembling either a British or an 
American attache, fell from his horse 
when the Russians fired, and was evi- I 
dently killed. 

The battle of Vnfnngow almost ex- 
aetly resembled the battle of Stone I 
river, near Murfeersboro, in 1802, dur- 
ing the American civil war. The Rus- | 
sians abandoned their guns and the 
Japanese pursued them for twelve 
hours, bivouacking at nightfall in the 
position held by the Russians on the 1 
preceding day. 

After placing outposts, the main body I 
of the Japanese then retired towards 
the sea. it is supposed, for the purpose 
of obtaining a fresh supply of muni- 
tions, which hnd been exhausted dur- 
ing the battle. 

From a reliable source it is reported 
that the Japanese in the vicinity of. 
Port Arthur are now entirely inactive 
and that the Russians are not concern- 
ed regarding the situation there, that 
in the north being now the most im- 
portant factor. 

General Kuroput kin seems omnipres- 
ent. 

Il is believed that he has visited the 
entire front since the battle. 

The Japanese Beet is probably co- 
operating with General Oku's advance 
along the coast'. The two Japanese 
armies threaten momentarily to attempt 
a juncture, assisted by a force on the 
north shore of the Gulf of Linotung. 
Heavy rains have been falling since 
June 10 and have hampered operations. 
They indicate the commencement of 
the "rainy season in the south, though 
possibly for a month or more it will be 
dry in' the north.

THE FISHERIES QUESTION. 

The fisheries question ns between the 
Province nnd the Dominion is not only 
now n live one, hut it is one <>f exceed- 
ing importance to Ilritisli Coluniliia. 
Thnt must be our excuse for referring 
to it ngnin, Salmon cunning lias been 
for years one of the most valuable in- 
dustries we possess. In the settlement 
pending ill Ottawa there are three 
things involved particularly nffecting 
Provincial interests: (1) A return of 
monies to the Province contributed in 
the form of licenses to the Dominion 
in excess of the expenditure OU account 
of fisheries for a term of years; (2) 
it mutual arrangement between the 
Province and the Dominion for the ad- 
ministration Of the fisheries; (3) the 
taking over and operation of the hatch- 
eries by the Province, There is in addi- 
tion the question of the' exclusion of 
British Columbia from the benefits tic 
cruing to Canada under the terms of 
the Halifax Award. That is, however, 
more or less of an academical dispute 
which does not necessarily enter into 
the consideration of Provincial fishery 
rights. The Dominion Government 
dently regard that as a closed incident 
and refuse to revive it. 

As to the first item we have already 
shown to what extent the Province has 
over-contributed both in relation to ex- 
penditure made by the Dominion and 
to the contributions of other Proviuc 
. to' fisheries and benefits received in 
return. The account is entirely one- 
sided, and entitles British Columbia to 
special consideration. Our case is all 
the stronger from the fact thnt it is 
not the policy of the Dominion, or in- 
deed, of any other country, to make 
a direct revenue out of fisheries develop- 
ment. The benefits which the Domin- 
ion receive are indirect, and arise in 
the way of taxation as the result of 
increase of industry and population 
which many times repay fin' expendi- 
ture, if wisely made. We have only 
this additional observation to make 
that the money spent in building two 
hatcheries and two fishery protection 
cruisers en this ("oast means capital 
expenditure, and must no: be charged 
against the three years in which con- 
struction took place, Imt spread over a 
series of years to come. This is ob- 
vious, and destroys the force of the 
.contention thnt 'the Dominion expendi- 
ture had exceeded revenue on account 
of fisheries by $100,000 during those 
three years. 

As to count number two, the con- 
tention of the Province is that on ac- 
count of the distance from the seat of 
Government and the greater local 
knowledge which the Provincial depart- 
ment possesses as t., requirements and 
conditions of the industry, the inshore 
and inland fisheries can be better ad- 
minister locally. The experience of all 
past years is ample evidence on that 
point. It is safe to say that since the 
appointment of a skilled Provincial ex- 
pert, more practical knowledge of salm- 
on propagation and right methods has 
been acquired than during all tic previ- 
ous years of Dominion administration. 
The Province asks that the Federal 
authorities should limit tin ir license 
fees to a stun sullleieni to meet the 
eost of administration, and the Prov- 
ince will secure a revenue by a direct 
tax on tin' salmon pack. Then- is no 
desire tu abrogate authority nol legiti- 
mately ours, and all itlicl would he 

avoided by such an arrangement. 

Then as to hatcheries, which involve 
a rarefu] study of the habits of the 
salmon and their spawning grounds, as 
well as expert, methods of propagation, 
nothing of a truly scientific and com- 
prehensive character was ever under- 
taken until the Province took hold of 
the problem, and until Mr. Bnbcock 
made his reports we were almost os 
much in the dark as at the very he- 
ginning. This statement is made with- 
out reflection on either Liberal or Con- 
servative administrations at Ottawa. 
It is the natural result of our geo- 
graphical position and political isola- 
tion. Fisheries, like nearly everything 
(dse Federal in the Province, have been 
administered from an Eastern point of 
view by Eastern officials. 

Fisheries on the Atlantic Coast .are 
principally deep sen. which rightfully 
belong to Dominion control; and it in 
the difference of conditions that make 
it so important a question for us. 
Therein lies the danger at the present 
lime or our interests being sacrificed 
by the dominancy of Eastern influence, 
and the ignorance which obtains in 
other parts of Canada as to the require- 
ments of tiie salmon industry in this 
Province and the importance of tho 
rights which we are desirous of re- 
taining. 



consideration of the specitil circum- 
stances of eaqh case. 

In the present instance [i nti tub « j|X 
vacancies have occurred— -through re- 
signation, death nnd other causes; unci 
in every case, if at all, have been 
filled from the ranks of those already 
in the employ of the state. In this 
way, tho Government 1ms been enabled 
not only to recognize the services of 
men who have performed long and 
faithful service without promotion, nnd 
also materially to reduce the expendi- 
ture. To mention only three or four 
of the more recent important changes 
that have been made as ail illustra- 
tion: The late Mr. John Fannin, 
owing to ill health, was retired and 
superannuated, and his place given to 
his assistant, Mr. Kenn ode; Onpt. Rich- 
ardson, Secretary of the Department 
of Mines, died and Ids place was not 
filled, though other changes were made 
in the staff; the position of Chief As 
sessor of the Victoria office lieenmp 
vacant, and Sir. Worsfold, Chief 
Clerk of the Provincial Secretary's of- 
fice, was promoted, Mr. Worsfold's 
place in turn being filled from the 
Lands and Works Department : the 
Secretary of the Bureau of Statistics 
and Immigration resigned nnd the va- 
cancy, we understand, will be filled for 
the time being at least, by It. M. Pal- 
mer, Provincial Horticulturist, whose 
nsefullness as a public official every- 
body recognizes. These are simply in- 
stances of the policy that has been cur- 
ried out. and which wo tire led to un- 
derstand will, as far as possible, he 
continued to he carried out in future. 
Of course, there is a. limit to the ap- 
plication of this principle; but the un- 
derlying idea is to make (lie appoint- 
ments nt the hot loin and move up 
those above— in other words, to inaug- 
urate a system of regular promotion 

It has long 1 n felt that something 

like this was necessary. The Civil Ser- 
vice in British Columbia lias been a 
growth from a time when it was too 
small to be amenable to a system up 
to the present, when the necessity of a 
system has become obvious. There 
has never been any attempt to grade 
clerks or salaries, and as a conse- 
quence smne men have been a long 
time in the service without practically 
any promotion or increase, while others 
occupying similar positions in other of- 
fices have had consideration from time 
tn time, it depending largely on happy 
circumstances or how near the indi- 
vidual was to the Minister. Promotion 
and emoluments should not depend upon 
the pull of the olllcial or of his friends 
with the Government; hut should be 
mure or less automatic in their oper- 
ation. Possibly the time lias already 
arrived when legislation governing 
these matters is desirable. 

Another thing that should have at- 
tention in connection with the service 
is a retiring allowance after a certain 
number of years of service. AVe don't, 
however, believe in the system of su- 
perannuation that has been in vogue 
heretofore in Canada. It lias proved 
to be very unsatisfactory. \Ve do be- 
lieve, however, in a system of Govern- 
IU,onl insurance. This obviously' 
would not apply to many of the' older 
members of the B. ('. service, but it 
might lie im rodured among the y.iun-.'- 
er members or those up to a certain 
age, and would finally include every- 
body. There arc many ndvnntnges in 
| insurance over superannuation which 
lit is not neccssnry to discuss here. One, 
in particular, is that it protects the 
| widow and children, whereas superim- 
I nuation is only paid ns a rule while 
the recipient is alive, and should a 
mint die on the very last day of the 
Inst year of his service nothing goes 
to his family. 

In discussing the question of Civil 
Service reform, it is. not to be n ces- 
sarily implied that the British Colum- 
bia service has I ii -inefficient in the 

past, or that the departments have 
been seriously overmanned. Compared

BACK FROM TRIP 

TO OIL RtGIONS 



David Black Tells of Promising 
Outlook In Flathead 
Valley. 



Mr. Duvid Black, au old-tiiue pioneer 
of the Kootcriays is stopping at the 
Dominion hotel, haying just returned 
from a trip into the oil regions of the 
Flathead Valley, ItT. Black was in- 
terviewed by a Colonist reporter and 
had nn interesting story to tell of de- 
velopments in that region. "1 left (Vic- 
toria," he said, "for the Flathead Val- 
ley about a month ago. 1 went into 
the country by Pincher creek, Alberta, 
and found that route comparatively 
easy. On the Alberta side of the hue 
there are two companies, each with 
two outfits, boring for oil. They have 
put down several wells and oil has been 
struck at u point on Coal Oil Creek, 
four miles from the I!. V. line. Th« 
driller, who in an experienced hand, 
having worked in Ontario. Pennsylva- 
nia and California, told me it was 
prcttv hard to estimate the amount of 
How 'they had in their upper well, but 
be was satisfied it would run from J.iO 
to Jitio barrels per day. The well is 
capped at the present time. 1 met the 
president of the company and he said 
that they would be prewired to market 
oil this fall. Another company lias an 
option upon sixty acres of their land at 
the price of $175,000, which shows 
that values are already going up. My 
object in going in was to look for some 
land in Block 4503 I hud heard was 
vacant. I came west as Ear as the 
Flathead River and went up the river 
about fifteen miles, so that 1 snw a 
good deal of tlu> country and found it 
pretty well plastered with stakes. The 
valley is one of the most beautiful I 
have ever seen, and full of game, par- 
ticularly deer, which 1 never saw more 
plentiful. There is splendid vegeta- 
tion and magnificent feed. I should 
think it would make a good stock-rais- 
ing and agricultural country. This re- 
fers particularly to the creek called 
Akamanus on the map, but locally 
known as Aklamana. 1 had no difll- 
cultv, even in my hurried trip, in tind- 
ing plenty of indications of oil. About 
six miles from the line between Brit- 
ish Columbia and Alberta 1 found a 
sort of swamp. On the surface of the 
water the oil is visible and there is a 
strong smell of oil' if the earth is 
turned over. I had no difficulty in fill- 
ing a couple of small flasks with a 
sample of the oil. This is nowhere 
near what is cnlled the Big Spring on 
.Sage Creek. One of the drillers in the 
Alberta wells told me he knew of oil 
seepages in over a hundred different 
places in that part id. the B. C. held 
but that during high water the oil was 
carried off and not so easily found by 
prospectors. He said if surface indica- 
tions meant anything it was the biggest 
field in North America. The oil men 
operating in Alberta all consider that 
the British Columbia field is the real 
source of the oil and that operations 
will shortly lie carried on there on a 
gigantic scale. At Swift Current 
Creek, in Montana, about eight miles 
south of the Alberta wells, a company 
is drilling and has already struck a 
flowing well. On the Flathead river, 
in Montana, two or three miles south 
of the boundary, they began boring 
with an artesian well boring outfit. 
At a depth of a thousand feet they 
struck a (low of oil and the well rave.]. 
They then sent out for an oil-drilling 
outfit and have started a well along- 
side the first. I ha've had it en good 
authority that a railway i< projected 
from Morrisspy, 1!. !'.. through the 
Flathead Valley and hack t.. the Great 
Xorthern main line in Montana, ami 
that surveyors are already on tin' 
ground. SiHi :i railway would run 
right through the heart of the oil coun- 
try. The president of the oil company 
I spoke a bunt before also assured me 
that the C. P. B. contemplated tapping 
the country by a hraiHi from Alber- 
ta, rejoining the Crow s Nest road at 
Fernie, Klchn or some western point. 
In all the towns bordering on the oil 
fields anil in Nelson, Rossland and Spo- 
kane, and through the Kootenays gen- 
erally, the excitement is already grow- 
ing intense and the general opinion is 
that we are on the eve of one of the 
highest developments and boom that 
British Columbia ever saw."

The following from Hie Winnipeg Free 
Press will be of Interest to fruit growers 
of this province, to whom It directly re- 
fers: 

The frnlt jobbers of Winnipeg are re- 
ceiving a great deal of correspondence 
from British Columbia fruit growers Just 
now with reference to handling their out- 
put. These letters offer to contract for 
the shipment of anywhere from lo to In 
tons of various kinds of fruit throughout 
the season as they come In. 

The sale yesterday, by auction, of a 
car of British Columbia strawberries at- 
tracted a good deal of attention and before 
the sale many people visited the auction 
rooms to Inspect the fruit. The berries 
were very line, in color and size they were 
quite equal to the Hood River fruit, while 
in flavor they were If anything superior. 
There was n good deal of variation In the 
size though al] the berries were large. 

The packing left very much to be de- 
sired. The boxes used were the shallow 
ones ami they were not full enough and 
the berries were not faced. This not only 
Increased the chance of injury to the fruit, 
but took considerable from the appearance 
of the packages when opened, and they 
were o pounds lighter in weight than the 
ordinary case, it is a question whether 
the shallow square box Is a very desir- 
able package ami It is worthy of note that 
the Hood River berries, that luive gained 
such a hold on this market, always come 
ill the old square deep box, slightly small- 
er (it the bottom than at the top. The 
Mood River people have reduced the ship- 
ping of berries to a science and the Itrlt- 
Ish Columbia people could not do better 
than take a leaf out of their book. The 
square boxes were not lifted tightly 
enough Into the case, there was room for 
the movement and shaking of the fruit, 
Which Is of course highly injurious. These 
are matters of detail that can very easily 
be overcome If the fruit Is to be popular 
on I Ids market. The shipment came in 
by express ami demonstrated that the 
llrltlsh Columbia People have the goods 
and that with cure they can be deliver- 
ed. A proposition Is now before the llrlt- 
lsh Columbia fruit growers to put on a 
number of the t'hirke cars. These cars are 
cooled by circulation of air and have 
proved admirable for the carrying of soft 
fruits. It Is understood that should the 
Iirltish Columbia fruit growers be In r. 
position to ship a sufficient amount of 
fruit these cars can be put on Inside of 
a week or ten days. Cars of this kind 
would do away with all the difficulties of 
icing, and being dryer than I he ordinary 
refrigerator cor would he much better for 
the Ilrilisli Columbia fruit, which is inolsr- 
er and consequently softer than the Cali- 
loriiln or Oregon fruits.
